d. © As we were going between Stevenage and 
Baldoct, the Wind roſe very ſuddenly, and blew very 
© hard for a few Minutes: But we ſaw no Effects of

©.threw down ſeveral Houſes, Malt-Houſes, Barns and 
Trees. At Huntingdon we heard that ſeveral Wind-

Having in my laſt Years Hunali given ſome Account Trial of the 


Yeſterday the High Court of N on the un- 
happy Affair of Dingwal: Sir Robert Monts of Foulis, 
and his Brother Capt. George Monro of Culcairn, with 
u great many others, were indicted at the Inſtance of 
Kenneth Bain, of Tulleth, Eſq; Oc. with Concourſe of 
his Majeſty's Advocate, for a great Variet of Crimes ; 
particularly, that having reſolved by any Means to force 
the Election of Magiſtrates in Dingtual, according to 
their own Model, and finding that à great Majotity of 
Voters were likely to appear againſt their Intereſt, they 
had conveyed into the Town a Band of armed Men, 
who went by Virtue of pretended Captions, and broke 
forcibly open the Houſe of Alexander Mackenzie in 
Dingwal, the Election Day, and carried bff ten of the 
Town Council Priſoners to Tarn, thirteen Miles from 
that Borough; that they had been guilty of other Acts 
of Oppreſitor and Cruelty ; and charged 3 
tain Monro of Culcairn, That he had violently dragged 
Hhinabella Bain, Spouſe to the before mentioned Hex. 
ender Mackenzie, from ſeveral Steps of a Stair” back 
wards; and that, within a few Weeks after ſhe had been 
delivered of '2 Child, by which Fall ſhe was fo bruiſed, 
thatby ir, and the Wounds ſhe received afterwards, ſhe 
died in three Days; that ſharp Shot was fired by their 
Direction, by which the  faid Aanabella Bain was 
wounded; and ſoon after expired; that five other Wo- 
men were wounded at the ſame Time, and two Boys, &c.

- November 20th died at Paris, in the 8 1ſt Year of his 
Age, Cardinal de Polignac, well known in the World 
for having been one of the French Plenipotentiaries at 
the famous Congreſs at Utrecht; and generally eſteemed, 
for being a fine Gentleman, a fine Scholar, and a great 
Encourager of Learning and learned Men. 

The French have lately improved ſo much in their

Nations of Europe, eſpecially France, being encouraged 
to enter into their Service, by the great Succeſs their Pri-

And, upon the Author of the Information's aſſerting

But the chief, and indeed an unanſwerable Argu- 
ment, which the Court of Vienna inſiſted on, was, 
That if the King of Pruſſia had Pretenſions to any Part 
of Sileſia, he ought to have entered his Claim, and ſub- 
mitted to the Deciſion of the Diet of the Empire. 
This was, indeed, as I haye ſaid, unanſwerable ; but 
the Misfortune of the Empire is, that it's Members are 
too powerful to ſubmit peaceably to the Determinati- 
ons of it's Head ; I mean the Diet; for the Emperor, 
properly ſpeaking, is no more than the Preſident of that 
Aſſembly. This is a Misfortune which will attend all 
Societies, where any particular Member is poſſeſſed of 
ſo much Power as to be able to oppoſe or diſpute the 
Determination of the Head Perſon or Court, with any 
Probability of Succeſs; which became the Caſe of the 
King of Pruſſia upon the Death of the late Emperor: 
A Caſe which might eaſily haye been foreſeen, and a 
Caſe which both the Court of Vienna, and the ſincere 
Guarantees of the Pragmatick San&ton, ought to have 
taken Care to prevent, or to apply a Cure as ſoon as 
poſſible after tbe Caſe happened. But inſtead of this, 
the Court of Vienna prepared for War, which has in- 
volved almoſt all Zurope in a War, and brought the 
Houſe of Auſtria to the very Brink of Ruin.

© Day, viz. the 8th, early in the Morning, his High- 
© nels ſent for the Commandants of the Battalions, and 
declared to them that the Place muſt be taken the 
very next Night. The Diſpofitions to be made for 
that Purpoſe were given them in Writing, and then 
© the Captains that were to lead on the firſt Detach- 
© ments, were ſhewed what Places they were to enter 
at. The Arms were cleaned and freſh charged, and 
every other Diſpoſition made with the leaſt Noiſe 
© poſſible, At 8 O'Clock the Troops began to put 
© themſelves under Arms, and at 9 they defiled from 
© the Villages to the Poſts that were aſſigned them, a 


Mile from the Town, at which they arrived about 10, 
* with the greateſt Order and Silence imaginable. Ar 


three Quarters paſt 11 they all advanced very ſoftly 
© to the Foot of the Glacis, where we arrived preciſely 
© as the Town Clocks ſtruck 12. That Moment all 
© the Troops advanced full Speed to the firſt Paliſadoes, 
© and without Heſitation leaped over them, to throw 
* themſelves into the covered Way, Immediately 
ſome ſmall Detachments ran to the Right and Left, 
© to difarm every Enemy they could find. Then it was 


© Gur Attacks were expoſed to a Fire from the Ram- 


© part, which at the ſame Time gave the Alarm to the 


© Town; but this did not hinder ' our Troops from 


* puſhing on, for in a trice they deſcended into the 
a Dicch, and advanced to the Foot of the Ratmpart, 
© which was 34 Feet high, with a Slope of 10 Feet, 
© and, by Conſequence, very troubleſom to climb, 
© eſpecially after a hard Froſt of two Days, which made 
© it very {lippery Footing. Notwithſtanding this we 
© undertook the Aſcent. - Prince Leopold, and the 
* Margrave Charles, with 5 or 6 others, were the firſt 


that got to the Top of the Courtine, and I had the 


© Honour to follow them ; but we were not alone there 
long, for the ſecond Battalion of Prinee Leopold's 
© Regiment, as well as four Companies of Grenadiers, 


quickly came up and joined us; one of which Com- 


— © panies 
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© panies. immediately ſeiſed a Baſtion on the Right, 
© while another did the ſame on the Left. With the 
© reſt we advanced on the Left to the Caſtle, of@which 
© there was a Neceſſity to break down the Gate, and 
© a dozen Carpenters were ſet about it; but as ſoon 
© as they had made ſome Holes in it, there came a 
© Shower of Bullets through, which killed four Men. 
We were obliged for this Salute to che Generals 
* Wallis and Rœyſti, who poſted thither with the Gre- 
© nadiers, but they did not ftay long; for Prince Leo- 
© pold cauſing the Fire to be returned through the 
* fame Chaſms, by which General Reyſti received two 
* Woynds in the Rim of his Belly, the Grenadiers fled 
© with all-Speed, and General Wallis was obliged to 
© follow them. Then the Gate was laid open, and 
we entered with Beat of Drum into the Caſtle, and 
from thence into the Town. So much for what 
* paſſed at our firſt Attack: The two others were exe- 


© cuted with the ſame Vigour and Diſpatch; infomuch. 


© that the Heads of all the Columns arrived much a- 
© bout the ſame Time in the Streets of the Place, ac- 
cording as they met with more or leſs Reſiſtance, 
All that was made upon the Rampart was defeated by 
our Men with Bayonets fixed at the End of their 
© Muſquers. But to tell you the Truth, the Conſter- 
© nation was ſo great among the Enemy, that ſeveral 
© begged Quarter, as you will eaſily judge by what fol- 
© lows ; Four Grenadiers of Glaſenap's Regiment, 
© which were the laſt that came upon the Rampart, 
* having mifſed their Company, went to the Right, 
© inſtead of the Left, and came ta the Neck of a Baſ- 


* tion, where one of the Enemy's Captains was poſted - 


© with 52 Men. Being a little {urpriſed ar firſt, as you 
© may naturally imagine, they thought of retreating ; 
but on a ſudden they reſolved to act the Part of De-

F ly they puſhed on with their Bayonets, and called out 


* to the Enemy to lay down their Arms, which ſtruck 
them wich ſuch a Panick, that, being moreover de- 
* ceived perhaps by the Darkneſs of the Night, they

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In fine, while the Grenadiers were clearing the 
© Ramparts, the Battalions entered the Town by the 
6 Avegu which the former had opened, and feiſed 
© the Governor's Main-guard with the Colours and all 
© they found there, and this put an End to the whole 
Affair, which laſted juſt an Hour after Midnight.” 
> ©. How many Men (continues that Officer) do you 
© think we loſt? You will hardly believe me, but I can 
© aſſure you, that we had only 30 or 40 private Men 
© killed, and though there may be 50 or 60 wounded, 
© it was for moſt part wich Caltrops, which is of very 
little Conſequence. Nothing but the Good-will, the 
© Vivacity and the Obedience of our Troops, the Diſ- 
© poſition of the whole Attack, and the good Order 
© with which it was executed, could have ſecured us 
© from a Loſs much more conſiderable; for in ſhort

The Place by which Captain Buer of Prince Leo- 
| © pold's Grenadiers entered was very rickliſh, for he was

F vaux & Friſe, and three Rows of Paliſadoes, to creep 
© up a Flank of. the Fortification lined with ſeveral Pie- 
ces of Cannon, from which he ſuſtained Cartridge- 
Shot, to enter through the Embraſures of thoſe Guns, 
© and after that, to open the City Gate with Hatchets; 
+ which, in my Opinion, is as much as the moſt in- 
© trepid Fellows in the World could poſſibly do. 
Many People have always thought that we placed 
dur whole Truſt in the Fire of our Infantry; bur by

I know not how many Men the Enemy may have 
bot.

© hibited. One Mark of the Diſcipline obſeryed by
